Claims 1,7,8,10-23,25,27-32,41,43-47 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably 
distinct species relating to the processing step of the surface of the component comprising 
microblasting, grinding, placing the component in abrasive environments, acid-etching, and 
electropolishing.
